Comparison of Seals, Trumpets, and Bowls 



From the Book of Revelation and Other Key Scriptures (Updated Dec 2012) 

Explanation: This table demonstrates how chapters 6-19 of Revelation are a series of visions from different camera angles. This means that there is repetition in the 
seals, trumpets, and bowls. Seals 1-5 appear to be before the time of Jacob's trouble (last 3 Vi years). Seals and 6 and 7 appear to encompass the rest of the 
tribulation to the very. The subsequent trumpets and bowls are looking at those events in either greater detail or from a different angle. There is also some 
intensification of the events (from 1/3 to everything). Question marks were placed where something was not absolutely certain. Words in red are from Jesus.
